Claims 1-6 are allowable since there is no prior art of record that teaches or 
suggests a liquid crystal display apparatus, wherein apparatus having either positive or 
negative operating modes, comprising a relationship of various elements as claimed 
with the specific allowable subject matter cited in the following claim: 
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Claim 1: 

• a layer including fluorescent material between rear polarizing layer and reflector 
to emit specific wavelength to provide a specific color in negative operating mode 
for display segments 

Claims 2-6 are allowed since they depend on the allowed claim 1. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Arikawa et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,147,934) discloses a pattern made of 
fluorescent material and formed on reflecting layer. The pattern appears in the 
background of the display device while the fluorescent layer in the current application 
emits a specific wavelength to provide specific color in negative operating mode for 
display segments.
